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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Members of the School Board: 


This report covers the year ending June 30, 1921, and 
includes teachers and salary schedules, attendance, gradu- 
ation, instruction, health, and changes in school law. 


TEACHERS AND SALARY SCHEDULES. 


This year probably marked the apex of large increases 
in the salaries of teachers who were not normal school 
graduates. While in several districts these salary in- 
creases varied from one hundred to three hundred dollars 
and were proportionately larger among graduate teachers 
of experience, Sutton was fortunate in retaining the ser- 
vices of Miss Dunbar at the South and in filling the vacan- 
cies at the Mills and North at salary increases varying 
from fifty to one hundred and fifty dollars. 

The ultimate solution of the problem of securing teach- 
ers in a town Situated like Sutton depends largely on its 
ability to send to normal school each year at least two 
virls whose home and community interests are in Sutton, 
and who can be expected to teach in their home town for 
one or more years after completing their normal school 
training.

Favorable weather conditions and weekly attendance 
reports from all schools in the five towns comprising the 
Supervisory Union served to promote and sustain in all 
the towns a gain in the percent of attendance; while in 
Sutton there was a reduction of over seventy-five percent 
in the number of tardinesses per pupil.

INSTRUCTION. 


Few changes have been made since last year in the 
details of instruction. The Thompson Minimum Essen- 
tials in Arithmetic, consisting of oral drills and written 
tests in the four fundamentals, were used to advantage in 
all grades to encourage greater speed and accuracy among 
pupils who were not fully qualifying for promotion. 

Precaution was taken in reading to secure more thought 
and content reproduction, and to avoid as far as possible 
with beginners rhyme and memory recital so often mistak- 
en for reading ability. More systematic drill in phonetic 
spelling has been used to advantage in both spelling and 
reading ability. 

Considerable improvement was noticeable in penman- 
ship in all written exercises, and particularly in the spell- 
ing blanks where the pupil’s attention was not focused on 
penmanshp, and hence his true habits of penmanship 
were in evidence. é 


HEALTH. 


All the Sutton schools took an active interest in the 
study and practical application of personal hygiene and 
the formation of good health habits. They participated 
in the health contest conducted by the biology class of the 
Warner high school, and including all elementary schools 
in the towns of Bradford, Sutton, Warner and Webster. 
While the good health banner offered to the school secur- 
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ing the highest percent of health chores was won by the 
Courser Hill school in Webster, the South school in Sutton 
was a close second. The chief gains resulted from the 
regular brushing of teeth and the abstinence from coffee 
drinking. 

The annual medical inspection was made during the 
Fall term by Dr. W. P. Clough. Dr. Clough also ren- 
dered assistance by the further examination of the pupils 
at the Mills and North, following the appearance of sey- 
eral cases of scarlet fever in the school at the South.

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The table above enables comparison of conditions found 
during two consecutive years. These defects,—relating 
particularly to teeth, tonsils and adenoids,—retard con- 
centration upon school work, cause irregular attendance, 
and result frequently in loss of age-grade promotion. 

A healthy body is essential to the normal development 
of a growing mind. 

After the improvement of sanitary equipment includ- 
ing the adequate lighting and ventilating of the school 
buildings,—along which lines the town of Sutton is mak- 
ing worthy progress,—I would recommend the employ- 
ment, in combination with one or more neighboring towns, 
of a school nurse whose duty it would be not only to care 
for special cases but to give health instruction to all pupils, 
and whose services would be available in the homes of 
school children. Such service in co-operation with that of 
the school physician would be an asset to both the schools 
and community. 


CHANGES IN ScHOOL LAw. 


The legislative act of 1919 provided that school dis- 
tricts qualifying for state aid must raise and appropriate 
for the maintenance of elementary schools an amount equal 
to a five dollar tax per thousand dollars of the imventory 
valuation (Sutton $659,670.00). 

In the spring of 1921 the legislature so amended the 
State Aid Act that the amount required to be raised by 
the districts qualifying for state aid must equal a tax of 
five dollars per thousand dollars of the equalized valuation 
(Sutton $838,650.00). This amount has served to throw 
back upon the school districts a large share of the in- 
creased cost of education. It has in fact eliminated from 
state aid the town of Sutton and numerous other small 
towns. 

Among the 256 school districts in the state in 1920-21 
arranged according to current local expenditures for public 
education,—including the cost of both high and elemen- 
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tary schools and excluding the purchase of land, the cost 
of new buildings and equipment, and the payment of 
debt on such land and buildings,—Bartlett Special District 
stands at the head of the list with a cost of $21.39 per 
thousand dollars of equalized valuation. Sutton is 218th 
from the head of the list with a current local expenditure 
of $5.72 per thousand dollars of equalized valuation. The 
cost in 148 districts in the state was more than $8.00 per 
thousand of their equalized valuation. A definite com- 
parison of this type indicates that Sutton’s increase in 
educational expenditure has been progressive but not ex- 
travagant. 


CONCLUSION. 


The superintendent wishes to express his appreciation 
to the parents, citizens, teachers, and members of the school 
board for their interest and hearty co-operation in making 
successful the work of the past year.
